Sale of Freeholds. ..._ 

72 Freeholds have so far been sold, resulting in an 
inoone of £3,500 v/hich will go towards the construction 
of the Village Hall. The Council are negotiating 
for the freeholds of individual houses in Hollytrees 
and these will be put on sale as soon as possible,

months for Hollytrees residents. Freeholds can still 
be purchased from Mrs. M. Doe, 41, Hollytrees, between 
7pa and 9pm' on weekdays only.
